Continuafon of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreem^t was reached, or any other comments: 112-2 rejections were discussed, specifically regarding the 
"hygeni(^ly acceptable" phrase. "Process of making" phrasing in claim 12 versus claims 14 and 15 was also 
discuss^. Regarding the rejections of the claims, the presence of the slit in the tube (forming the opposing flaps )of the 
instant^vention was discussed, and how this feature differentiates over the closed tube of Spiegel. It was submitted by 
the Applicant's representitives that this feature would not be a desirable modification to Spiegel. Examiner reiterated 
the ne^d for distinct structural limitations in the claims, that are novel and nonobvious, in order to indicate allowability. 
A different embodiment was also demonstratede.
